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ORVILLE WRIGHT 

Travels Seventy Miles In His Ma- 
i chine at Fort Myer. 

Near Washington on July 21, 
•establishitijf a new record for avia- 
tion in America, Orville Wright, 
in the Wright aeroplane, at Fort 
Myer made a spectacular (light of 
one hour, twenty minutes 
forty-live seconds. 

During the entire flight the ma- 
chine was under perfect control. 
The machine traveled abcut seven- 
ty miles, and the height attained, 
between 360 and "280 feet, exceed- 

I ed the highest point ever reached 
by a heavier-than-air machine on 

•T this continent. 

The most wonderful part of the 
llight was the execution of three 
complete "ligure eights." After 
rounding the course a half a hun- 
dred times, the aviator directed 
the machine's course around the 
* small double-circles of a "figure 
eight.'' 

.Secretary of the Navy, Attorney 
<4eneral and Postmaster General 
were among the many officials who 
■witnessed the llight. After trav- 
eling several hurdred feet at a 
bight of only about live feet, the 
aeroplane arose gradually to a 
height of seventy-live feet before 
^ making the first turn. 

The aviator sent the machine up 
^ on each turn to a height of about 
* i:»0 feet, which was maintained 
until toward the end of the flight

An Embargo on the Souls of Men. 

A Presbyterian pastor of Wash- 
ington, I). 0., Rev. Donald C. 
MacLeod, invited the members of 
the Central Labor Union to at- 
tend the Sunday evening services 
in his church. When the invita- 
tion was read at a meeting of the 
union, the secretary of that organi- 
zation made the following declara- 
tion-- 

I believe in consistency. If the 
ministers of this town want union 
men to be numbered among their 
auditors, they should do something 
to show them that they appreciate 
union principles. The minister in 
question, to my own personal 
knowledge, patronizes a non-union 
barber shop. In the future let 
him go to a barber shop in whose 
windows are displayed union curds. 

The President of the labor or- 
ganization then appointed the Sec- 
retary a committee of one to cull 
upon the minister and ask that in 
the future he patronize only union 
barbers. If this demand were 
considered legitimate and were 
yielded to, it would open the way 
for another, to the effect that if 
the union is to accept the invita- 
tion of the pastor, no similar in- 
vitation should over be extended 
non-union barbers. This attempt 
to use the services of the houae of 
God as a weapon for the BCOOm- 
plishment of secular designs is an 
inexcusable sacrilege. No minis- 
ter of the gospel of Christ has 
ever been given divine authority 
for distinguishing between classes 

of men, or for advancing the in- 
terests of another. No human 
power has a right to place an em- 
bargo upon the souls of men that 
they may thereby enhance their 
own temporal interests and pur- 
poses. The individual who em 
coldly declare, I will not attend 
your church if you do not patron- 
ize my shop exclusively, sees noth- 
ing involved but an exchange of 
commodities. The gospel of Jesus' 
Christ, the good news of the ever- 
lasting kingdom, cannot be given 
to the world upon such a material- 
istic basis. The question as to 
whether an individual will forsake 
sin, surrender to Jesus Christ, ac- 
cept and receive eternal life, is en- 
tirely separated from any consid- 
eration of barter and sale, material 
exchanges, or membership in any 
human organisation whatsoever.

States as minister to China, suc- 
ceeding W. W. Rockhilt, taken 
from China to be ambassador to 
Russia, was born in Chicago and 
is fifty-one years old. 

Mr. Crane is one of the greatest 
travelers in this country. He has 
set foot in nearly every country 
on the globe, and is as much at 
home in Russia or China as he is 
00 Michigan boulevard in Chica- 
go. He is a linguist of consider- 
able attainments, is a connoisseur 
in paintings, a collector of old and 
rare bonks, and a reader of the 
same. He is prominent as a civic 
enthusiast, and for years has been 
a powerful factor in movements 

for the advancement of Chicago, 
commercially, physically and mor- 
ally. 

] He was educated in the public 
schools of Chicago, and after hej 
graduated he donned overalls and! 
jacket and entered the employ of j 
the company of which his father 
was head, lie learned the busi- 
ness from the bottom to the top, 
and after serving in various ca- 
pacities from the lathe to l he book- 
keeper's stool he became lirst Vice 
President of the concern in 1894, 
and ti^pk chsrge of the foreign 
business of the company. In as- 
suming control of its foreign af- 
fairs Mr. Crane started his career 
BS I traveler. 

During his spare moments, Mr. 
Crane had found time for exten- 
sive study, and by the time uk»1 
young men are leaving college 
with a smattering knowledge of a 
long list of subjects he had assimi- 
lated two foreign languages and 
COald speak them like a native. 
Early in the course of his business 
sffairs he went to Russia. He 
went into all the provinces. He 
met officials and peasants and 
made a close study of life. 

When not in Chicago or Russia. 
Mr. Crane was ranging the globe 
elsewhere. He formed a passion 
for paintings, and started to make 
a collection, which today is one of 
the best in Chicago. 

During his travels Mr. Crane 
spent much time in China, his 
business interests taking him into 
every province. He came into 
close contact with aii classes of 
Mongolians. 

In his library are books written 
in a dozen different languages. 
When he wants to look up a topic 
he takes down books in several 
different languages and reads thorn 
without the aid of a lexicon. H 
is said to read twelve language 
and to speak with ease and fiuence 
six or eight.
